Prepering His Crosture Comfoi1ts Along the Route—

Ocprn, Utah, August8—The mest com 
(plete arrangements ever made for rapid trav- 
eling through the Rocky mountains have 
been going on at Green river for the 
last month to muke the trip of the president, 
secretary of war, General Sherman, and 
guests, a complete success in comfort and 
speed during the 500 miles between the Union 
and the Northern Pacific. From Green river 
to Fort Washakie, 150 miles, spring wagons 
will be used; Fort Washakie to Yetlowstune 
lake, 200 miles, horseback, and beyond that 
to the Northern Pacific, spring-wagons again. 
A large numberof mule teams Lave bee 


distrivuted as reluys at chosen points 
along the route, so that the first 
camp, seventy-five miles north of the 


Union Pacific, wili be reached before sunset, 
apd Fort Washaki next day. lWiaburate prep 
arations for the first dinner ot the presiden: 
at his camp on the Sweet Water were made 
last week, and the finest selecuon ot fruit and 
vegetables ever sent east from California and 
Utah were sent forth by a special stage coach 
in order to reach nisCamp betvre his arrival. 
Fort Washbakie is the agency of the Shoshone 
and Bannock Indians, a very powerful tribe, 
but peacetul of late years, tue head chief 
Wasbakie being a warm friend of the whites. 
Here the Iudians have been summoned to 
assemble iu order to meet their great father 
in council. | 
TELEGRAPHIG COMMUNICATION. 

The great oustacie to the president’s trip 
to the Yellowstone Park was bis objection to 
going beyord telegraphic communication. He 
first propused to have built at his private ex- 
pense a field telegraph line to the points he 
desired to visit. On the report of the chief 
signal officer, General Hazen, that its cost 
would be $6,000 he determined to abandon his 
Visit until he could make it as a private indi- 
vidual. General Sheridan, however, came to 
his rescue, and oftered to establish two courier 
lines of cavairy soldiers from the south and 
north to keep him in communication with 
the seat of government. Tue president will, 
therefore, not be a single day beyond the 
reach of the wires and, the connect- 
ing courier lines leaving the railrovd 
and telegraph here this mourning, the presi- 
dent will find tis dispatehes this evening at 
his camp on the Sweet Water. A station of 
the military telegraph line from the Union 
Pacitic norin, the terminus being at Fori Wa- 


shakie, will be reyched to-morrow evening. 
Woile er route théhce to the i ellowstone 
lake, all dispatches will be sent to 


Washakie, and thence be carried to him by 
the line of couriers, consisting of selected 
troopers of the Fifth cavalry. The sth in- 
stant a company of the Secund cavalry from 
Fort Custer, Munt., will have reached a puint 
on the lake connecting with the line of 
couriers through the national park from the 
south and carry the dispatcnes from Fort 
Ellis and Bozeman on the Northern Pacific. 
THE HORSEBACK TKIP. 

The most severe part of the trip forthe 
president will be the horsevack trip over the 
trails of the Wind River mountains between 
Foit Wasbakie and Yellowstone jake, the 
range being too precipitous for a wagon road. 
All camp equipage, provisions, and personal 
baggage wil be carried over the trails by

A CHINESE STORY 


Which Discioses the Existence of a Seeret Chinese 
Society. 

Wasainacton, August 8.—Josy S. Pin isa 
Chinaman who keepsa laundry on Pennsy!l- 
Vania avenue. Hoop Sing 1s the Chinaman 
to whom Hoop Sing alieges Pin sold his laun- 
dry in June. Recently Hoop Sing sued Josy 
&S. Pin for breach of contract in that he did 
not surrender the laundry under his alleged 
agreement so todo. ‘The alleged bill of sale, 
which was in tea-chest characters, was pro- |. 
duced before the justice of the peace who tried 
the case, and translated for his benefit. Sev- 
eral Chinese testified, most of them sustain 
ing Hoop Sing. Joty S Pin denied vehement- 
ly that he had ever made any such agreement 
as Hoop Sing produced to-day the justice of 
the peace dismissed the case on the ground 
that the terms of the contract, even if the 
latter were genuine, did not warrant 
him in giving Hoop Sing _ possession. 
A number of the Chinese embassy said to-day 
that the suit was partof a scheme to drive 
Josy 8. Pin out ofztown. All the other Chi- 
nese of the lower class in the city, with one 
or two exceptions, were members of a secret 
society, of which the six companies of San 
Francisco formed the lead. It was a sort of 
traders’ union, he said, to which almost all 


the Chinese in the Uaited States belong. It 
was merciless and unscrupulons in its 
attempts to ruin Chinese outside its 
pale like Pin, for example, who 


attends the Congregational -church,- and is 
more of an American thana Chinaman, In 
this particular case Hoop Sing had resorted to 
forgery and his witnesses had resorted to per- 
jury toaccomplish their end. So character- 
istic is Chinese handwriting, he said, that ail 
he had to do to satisfy himself and his col- 
leagues at the embassy thatthe contract or: 
bill of sale wasa forgery, was to have Pin 
write the word ‘‘China”’ in his presence. He 
was at once convinced that Pin had not writ- 
ten or signed the bill of sale. Pin is from 
Boston. He pronounced the story of Hoop 
Sing a lie out of whole cloth. He seems to 
stick to his laundry, Hoop Singand his secret 
society to the contrary notwithstanding.

A Tragedy in n Obscure Jewish Family, in which a 
Jewes?, Doserted by Her Husband, Sacr fices 
Hereeif and Hsr Two Chiidr+n—Pae 
Crimes and Casualties of the Day. 


Atiantic City, N. J. August 8.—No one of 
the horrors which occasionally crop out in 
the inieriorof New Jersey has been more 
wrapped in mystery than the cremation ofa 
woman and hertwo children last Friday 
night at Estellville, six miles below May’s 
landing, the county seat of Atlantic county, 
and eighteen miles from this place. The 
facts became known yesterday at the railway 
station at May’s landing thirty hours after 
the tragedy had occurred. It took placeina 
settlement of thirty-seven families of Russian 
Jews, whowere colonized at Estellvi le a year 
ago by General Burbridge. From midnight 
until Sunday morning the tortures’ of 
the mother and her daughter seem to have 
been hushed up among these people, 
Yesterday morning a group. of. them 
appeared at the station with a wagon, in 
which lay a woman and girl. Both were 
burned almost beyond recognition, and it 
was ascertained that the purpose of their 
compatriots was to take them to a. Philadel- 
phia hospital. Although none of the party 
would, or could speak. English, it was finally 
learned that om Friday, at midnight, awful 
shrieks had been heard from the small frame 
cabin occupied by the wife and children of 
Ivan M. Lotowski. The husband had either 
deserted his family or wandered away in 
search of work. The cabin was found to be 
in flames. When the neighbors reached 
the cabin the arms and legs had been 
burned off a six-year-old son of the 
woman. The mother was rolling in agony in 
the sand and an eight-year-old daughter was 
so dreadfully burned that she was uncon- 
scious. The mother was a beautiful woman, 
about twenty-eight years of age. Her long 
black hair was singed over her shoulders, and 
her eyes were fixed in the wild stare of deli- 
rium. The neighbors will give no definite 
details of the affair. Hints are thrown out 
by some of the Hebrews that the woman 
sacrificed herself and her family, while,again, 
it is saidt hat her neighbors were unfriendly to 
her. Afterlying onthe hard bench in the 
railway station for sevea hourson Sunday 
morning the young girldied. The mother 
was then removed to the honse of Smith 
Spence, where she now lies on the point of 
death. Thus farshe has been unwilling or 
unable to give the particulars of the burning 
of her home,

| CUTTING THE WIRES. 


onslaught was made upon the wires of the 


sequences of which were fir more disastrous 
than that of the preceding night. Press 
Agent Somerville. of the Westera Union 
company, said this morning tha! tweaty wires 
Were cut On one route, fourteen on another, be- 
tween Passaicand E izabeth Port, N. J. Tuese 
were wires to Philadelphia and{otbher points ia 
the southern division. 
Union wires were cut between King’s Bridge 
and Scarsdale. At farrytown tweive Hudson 
river wires are down and eighteen wires in 
the eastern circuits were destroyed between 
Portchester and Greenwich, Conn. The 
cross arms were sawed off in the latter 
instances, and the wires were cut besides. 
Tue first wires to go down were those on the 
eastern circuit, which were lost about 11:30 
o'clock last night. Others went down short 

ly after midnight. A large force of linemen 
was sent outto repair the damage, and the 
lines are being repaired as rapidly as possible. 
The cutting of the wires interfered with the 
others across which they feii, so twat the 
greatest confusion was created for along 
time. This morning, said Mr. Somerville, 
work was greatly delayed. Superintendent 
Humstone said that when the work beyan 
this morning one half the wires to Puiladel- 
phia, one fourth of those to the west, and 
one third of the eastern circuits could not be 
used. The whole number of wires cut was 
eiguty-nine, but nearly two hundred were 
rendered useless in consequence. 

A telegram from “Fort Wasuington 
said that a gang of men had interfered with 

the linemen who were repairing the wires 
there, and police protection has been asked 
in ase the interference was repeated. No 
clue has been discovered of the authors of 
the mischief, although the greatest vigilance 
is being exercised. ‘The Western Union has 
employed detectives to ferret out the perpe- 
trators of the wire cutting. It is the general 
Opinion that the striking linemen are 
answerable for the injuries. The company 
is considerably put out by this new method of 
warfare, At the headquarters of the brother- 
hood of telegraphers it was emphatically de- 
nied that the cutting was being done by the 
striking linemen. 

PHILADELPHIA, August 8.—Three of the tel- 
egraph operators, who have been out on the 
Strike, returned to work at the Western 
Union main office to-day. live civil suits, 
brought by Chuncey H. Fuller, general agent 
at this city of the Chicago Meat company 
against the Western Union telegraph com- 
pany, were to-day decided by Magistrate 
List in favor of the tele- 
graph company. The magistrate held 
that the act of che assembly under which the 
plaintiff proceeded did not apply to the case; 
that there was no contract, as Fuller, in fail- 
ing to lease either his dispatches, or the 
money for their transmission with the com- 
pany’s employe failed to comply with his 
part of the contract, and that therefore tie 
law binding on the company in respect to the 
delivery of messages, could not apply to the 
case. The magistrate further heid that the 
law was intended to avoid any 
possibility of discrimination on the part 
of the company in favor of one sender over 
anocher, and that it was doubtful whether 
the general application of the restriction 
which they put on the sending of di-patches 
‘subject to delay” violated the provisions of 
ther law. Fuller’s counsel gave notice that 
the case would be appealed to the common

CHARLIE FOKD’S STORY 


Of ilis Conneciion With Jesse James and the Sho 
That Kiiled Him. 


Kansas City, August8.—The Star prints an 
interview with Charlie Ford, who is now un- 
der 35,000 bonds on the charge of complicity 
in the Bue Cut train robbery, in which he 
recounts his connection with the James gang 
and the negotiations with the authorities 
which led to the killing of James, Ford ad- 
mits participation in the Blue Cut robbery, 
but says he joined the gang solely to gain 
their contidence, with a view to Jesse’s cap- 
ture,and that he returned his share of the plu. 
der to theowuers afier therobbery. He asserts 
that negotiations with governor were be- 
gun some weeks prior to this time, and that 
police Commissioner Craig, of this city, knew 
if his connection with the robbery, and prom- 
sed .bat he snou!d be protected in everything. 
He says his brother bob made the arrauge- 
ments with Governor Crittenden; that the 
governor promised them a rewardif they 
would bring in James, $40,000 if alive, or $10, 
000 if dead, and told him if hey wanted more 
men to call on Commissioner Craig or Sheriff 
Timberlake, These three officials, Charlie 
Savs, assured Bob that if they would bring 
Jesse in they (tbe authorities) would protect 
them from all harm, After his pardon, he 
continued, from the sentence of murder for 
killing Jesse, he and Bob returned to Kansas 
City, and Craig gave thema pair of United 
States pistols, seut by Governor Crittenden, 
and told them to consider themselves oilicers, 
and prepared for any and all service, _ 
Ford’s story, as given the reporter, is 
lengthy and highly interesting. The above 
outline, however, covers the more important 
features. 

In the recorder’s court, this afternoon, 
Charlie Ford was tined $400 for carrying a re- 
volver without authotity. Commissioner 
Craig and chief. of police Speers testified that 
they believed such protection necessary since 
his kiliing of Jesse James, but the court held 
it insufficient grownds and the defense gave

GOVERNOR CRITTENDEN’S STATEMENT.

He frequently saw Bob Ford bat re- 
fused to make any arrangements other than 
those announced in the proclamation offer- 
ing $10,000 fer the arrest and conviction of 
each of the James boys.

THE MAORI GIANT KNOCKED OFF 


THE PLATFORM, 


ie Mace’s Imported Prig) Pugilist Trembi°s with 
F.er in he Pres-nce of the Bostonian—8uili- 
van’s Terrifis Work—Over Cwenty Cnaou- 
eand Dollars Realized, Bte. 


From the New York Journal. 

| Mr. John Longfellow Sullivan, of. Boston, 
| and Mr. Herbert A. Slade, the Maori giant, 
‘ shook hands last evening for the first time. 
| The place of meeting was on a@ historic pilat- 
form in the centre of the Madison Square 
Garden. Both were gaily attired in the airy 
costume of the prize ring, according to the 
style most recently ordered by the Marquis 
of Queensbury. 

The fact that both Mr. Sullivan and Mr... 
Slade had arrived in the city yesterday was 
enough to make pugilistic society whirl. Mr. 
Sullivan with his family occupied the rooms 
once used by John Morrissey in the Ashland 
house, and Mr. Slade secured apartments in 
the Putnam house. fhe gladiators held 
levees duringthe day. Mr. Sullivan was con- 
fident of victorv, and Mr. Stade, in his quiet 
way, said that he would do his utmost to de- 
feat the Bostonian. The odds in the betting 


were every wherestropgly in favor of Mr. Sul- 


livan. As early as 6 o'clock the streets 
in the neighborhood of the Mad- 
ison Square garden swarmed with 


men and boys and ticket speculators discoy- 
ered a lively demand for tickets. Police 
Captain Wiliiams, in full uniform, wasa regi- 
ment of police officers himself. His officers 
were stationed where they would do the most 
good, and long lines of statesmen, sporting 
gentlemen, brokers, lawyers, merchants, 
doctors, clerks, salesmen and persons of every 
trade filed into the garden. On no other ov- 
casion was there so great a rush for admission 
to the place, and every foot of standing room 
within the vast enclosure was occupied. Sena- 
tors, assemblymen, judges, coroners, and pugi- 
lists occupied private boxes, and were glad to 


get them at any price. It was esti- 
mated that the receipts were 
fully “$22,000. The oratorical wonder ol 


Buffalo Bill’s wild west show, the famous 
‘Pop’? Whittaker was master of ceremonies. 
The entertainment was begun at8 o'clock. 
Relays of feather-weight pugilists were put to 
work on the platform, and served somewhat 
to allay the excitement of the thousands who 
panted for the appearance of the Bostonian 
and the pugiiist.. Mr. Jerry Murphy and Mr, 
Jimmy Keily made things lively for a few 
minutes, and wnen Mr. Murpby savagely 
knocked Mr. Kelly sprawling upon the plat- 
form, the audience yelled as only such an 
audience might have yelled The pleasure of 
each and every one of the spectators was un- 
disguised. 

At 9:15 o’clock the champion of all the 
champions strode from his dressine-room and 
glanced about him as though ready to receive 
congratulations upon a victory. The specia- 
tors cheered, and when expressions of dis- 
like reached his ears his smile faded away, 
and as he grew red in the face he seemed to 
increase in height. He tripped up the steps 
to the platform and passed between the ropes, 
W hen he stood erect so that every one in the 
garden mightsee him he apparently chal- 
lenged them all to‘‘comeon.” He walked 
to a corner where a chair had been placed 
fur him, and seating himself, he glared 
about him in an eager, fiendish way. The 
cheering was continued, but he showed no 
sign that the rousing greeting was intended 
for him. He nodded to police officers when 
they gallantly saluted him, and recognized 
Captain Williams as an old acquaintance. 
Mr. Slade soon reached the plattorm, and it 
was evident that he was not the favorite with 
the spectators, as the cheering wastame. He 
took a seat in a corner where he might face 
Mr. Sullivan. The Bostonian looked starp'y 
at the Maori and seemed te say, “I pity you.”’ 
Mr. Siade was nervous and fidgety.and kept 
his eye upon his trainer, Mr. Jack Brighton. 
Mr. Sullivan wasin first-class condition, bu 

Mr, Slade was considered by pugilistic specia 

tors as decidedly too flabby. While the g.ad- 
ja‘ors were arranging their gloves Pop Whi-- 
taker delivered a short address, warning them 
that they must “break away’? when ordered 
by the referee to doso, When ‘time’ was 
called, the spectators who were seated arose. 
It was at this time that Mr. Sullivan and 
Mr. Slade shook hands for the first time in 

their lives. They stood in the centre of the 
platform fora second. Then they stepped 
buckward. The Bostonian’s hands were at 
his sides. The Maori’s bands were uplifted as 
though about to hurl something from him. 
Mr. Sullivan made several feints, and then 
Mr. Siade showed signs of deadly fear. Sud- 
denly the champion of all the champions 


gave the giant & staggerin g blow 
on the lett jaw. Tue yelling 
was then resumed, and the boys on 


the roof scampered away from ‘he sky-iights 
as though a dynamite explosion had taken 
place. The gladiators clinched, and Mr. Sul- 
livan was to all appearances trying to break 
Maori’s neck. ‘ne referee screamed and 
stamped’ He demanded that they should 
‘break away,’ and when they did Mr. Sulli- 
van gave Mr. Slade u rap under the jaw. 
Speciators thought they heard the crushing 
vi bones, The Maori tried to counter, but 
failed, 

‘{ne men sparred light!y fora moment and 
then Mr. Slade succeeded in reaching Mr. 
Sullivan’s face. Tne blow, however, had no 
effect except to enrage Mr. Sullivan, who flew 
at Mr. Slade like a demon. There was no 
saving Mr. Mace’s prize alter that, The Bos- 
touian was all fists. He went for Mr. Slade 
for all he was worth, striking bim in the groin 
and on the top of the head, and felllug him 
to the floor. Before the Maori was sczrcely 
on his feet Mr Sullivan struck out with such 
force as to knock the giant headforemost 
ibrough the ropes. 

Mr. Siade crawled to the steps and on to the 
platform. He arose like one very heavy with 
ihe rheumatism. Mr. Sullivan was about to 
pounce upon him when time for the ending 
of the first round was called. When they sat 
in their corners Siade was cleariy badly used 
up, while the Bostonian was “‘fresb as daisy,’ 
according to his own account. 

When time was cailed for the second round 
Mr. Sullivan promptly bit Mr. Siade a terrific 
blow in the left eye. Before Mr. Slade couid 
recover he received another blow on the jaw, 
and biood spurted from a cut. Amid the 
most inhuman yelling, screeching, Cheering 
and whistliug, ‘first blood’’ was ciaimed and 
uliowed for Mr. Suilivanm. Mr. Slade made a 
dash for bis terrible antsgonist, and the Bos- 
tonian was struck full in the face. Mr, Sul- 
livan winced, and he winced again,when the 
Maori gave him a whack upon Lie Tibs. Both 
of the pugilisis were fast besGming winded, 
Mr. Joe Guss, who was artung the speciators, 
suouted words of efictouragement to his 
friend, Mr. Sullivan, suggesting that Mr. 
Siade should be bit in tne eye. Tue Bos- 

tunian was again quickly at work, and he 
aimed biows upun tne giant’s frightfally dis- 
figured countenance. At length aswinging 
blow raised the Maori from his feet and top- 
pled him tothe floor, The giant arose and 
twice rapped the Bostonian on the head, Mr. 
Sullivan was not idle, aud he gave Mr. Slade 
a blow on the eye for luck. Tue giant shook 
bis head and his legs trembied. He was fail- 
ing fast when time was calied for the end of 
the second round. 

Everyoody was satisfied that Sullivan 
would win the fight. Mr. Siade’s eyes were 
discolored, and blood was flowing from cuts 
on his face and from his mouth. There was 


| 


a gash on his side received when he fell 
against the ropes. When time was called for 
the third round Mr. Sullivan found Mr. 
Slade all over the platform. The latter 
seemed trying torun away. He madea bolt 
fur his corner, but was forced out of it by his 
trainer. Mr. Sullivan pounded the giant 
upon the face and head, and knocked him 
down. The Maori arose dazed and 
terribly bruised gpd bloody. He went to his 
corner, while Mr*Sallivan waited the regula- 
tiontime. When that time had expired, Mr. 
Slade made no sign of moving. He said to 
Captain Williams that he had had enough, 
and shook hands again with Mr. Sullivan. 
To that gentleman Mr. Slade said that he was 
satistied. 

The fight lasted exactly eight minutes and 
twenty seconds. Mr. Sullivan was loudly 
cheered as he went from the building. Mr. 
Slade was taken away in a coach. Of the 
proceeds of the entertainment Mr. Sullivan 
got 60 per cenf, and the remalnder wiil go to 
Mr. Slade, perhaps. 


THELORD MaYOR’'S BANQUET. 


Mr. Gladatone Outlines the Government's Work— The 
Anti-Jewisa Kiets—Canen HKernard’s Tria 
Lonpon, August 8.—The lord mayor's ban - 
quet to the ministers took place at the Man- 
sion house Ahis evening. Mr. Gladstone, on 
rising to respond to the toast to her majesty’s 
ministers, Was greeted with prolonged cheer- 
ing. After expressing his thanks, Mr. Glad- 
stone proceeded to give a sketch of recent 
public events. Hesaid the government had 
gone to Egypt in an uoselfish spirit, and de- 
sired simply to accelerate reform there. It 
was felt that too much haste might spoil the 
work. When the views of the government in 
this respect were accomplished, the British 
would disappear from the country. He said 
that nothing would be more grateful 
to every one of the ministers thanan early 
and successful accomplishment or the grand 
movement towards reform in Egypt. In re- 
gard to the Tamatave affair Mr. Gladstone 
said the government had received fuller ad- 
vices from: Madagascar, confirming the hope 
that no difficulty exists in Madagascar, which 
could not be solved by generous and 
honorable dispositions which should always 
exist especially between France and England, 
He now felt even sanguinely confident that 
nothing would arise, which would disturb 
their long accord. Mr. Gladstone said he was 
thankful to be able to record a great change 
in the condition of affairs in Ireland. The 
authority of the law, be said, had been re- 
asserted there, and peace and security pre- 
vailed. The . dark dens of  assas- 
sination had been effectually suppressed 
and confidence, which had united theirun- 
happy frequenters, and enabled them to exe- 
cute their deadly purposes had been in a 
targe degree destroyed. Deep gratitude was 
due to the Almighty and secondarily to Earl 
Spencer, the lord liefitenant, and Mr, Treve- 
lyan, chief secretary. Hesaid he believed 
that the end of the session would show that 
a fairamount of work had been achieved. 
fhe government hoped much in the future 
from its new system of grand committees. 
CANON BERNARD'S TRIAL. 
Tournat, August 8.—In the trial of Canon 
Bernard, who is charged with abstractin 
papers and securities representing severa 
millions of francs from the Episcopal palace 
of the diocese of Tournay, counsel for the de- 
fendent declared that his client bad a docu- 
ment from the pope which empowered him 
to take measures he deemed best to conceal 
the treasure. He could not have supposed 
that such an order meant he was only to con- 
ceal itin Tournay. Canon Bernard, he said, 
had been made a_= scapegoat for 
Bishop Rousseaux, who had written to him 
while he was in New York virtually ordering 
him to continue to conceal the funds. Bishop 
Ruusseaux believed that he could avoid meet- 
ing the claims in court of Mgr. Dumont, the 
former bishop of the diocese, by sending the 
funds beyond the reach of judicial power. 
If be had been successful, he would have in- 
demnified Canon Bernard, who had merely 
attempted an evasion of the civil law, and 
had not committed a criminal offense.

Inthe great mass of information that is 
now appearing in the newspapers in regard 
to the aims and intentions of the British 
sharpers who have joined a few Dutch frauds 
in their attempt to swindle clergymen and 
widows out of their small earnings, there is 
frequent allusion to certain prominent but 
mysterious southerners, who have either visi- 
ted London forthe purpose of announcing 
that these bonds would be ultimateiy paid, or 
have stated as much in the voluminous cor- 
respondence which they are supposed to have 
carried on with the London sharpers. 

With respect te the alleged prominence of 
these southerners the testimony is cumula- 
tive. They are not only ‘‘prominent,”’ but 
‘“able;”? they are not only ‘‘able,”’ but “influ- 


| ential;’? and they have given it as their opin- 


ion, according to my Lord Penzance and his 
brother sharpers, that the confederate bonds 
will ultimately, to. quote from the beautiful 
and expressive English employed by .the 
fuglemen of the swindlers, ‘‘be accorded the 
right of composition.”’ | 

We have no doubt that these ‘‘prominent 
southerners’ are mere dummies of the imag- 
ination, existing only in the beefy minds of 
those who are laying so extensive a trap for 
the clergymen and widows of merry old Eng- 
land. There are no southerners, preminent 
or otherwise, who believe that the confederate 
bonds will ever be paid, or who want them 
paid. Consequently we should be glad to 
know the names of the prominent southerners 
whose opinions are used to forward a hare- 
faced swindle, 

Generully speaking, we are not the pinks of 
chivalry waich our native romancers of tht 
lady’s boo variety haye so assiduously en- 
deavored to print. The most of us are look- 
ing out for number one. We are either 
scratching for a precarious or a comfortable 
living, or we are- endeavoring to accumulate 
a supply of this world’s goods. Some of us 
are traders and some are specuiators, and 
(speaking in behalf of the Georgia cracker) 
if there is any beefy-headed Englishman or 
pot-bellied Datchman who thinks he can get 
the better of us in a horse swap or any other 
kind of trade, we cheerfully invite him, in 
the expressive Georzian tongue so dear to our 
bearts and so beautiful to our understanding, 
to cut his caper. 

Atthe same time, we feel called upon to 
state that no southern man of any prominence 
or influence has ever given these British and 
Dutch swindlers reason to believe that the 
people of the south willallow themselves to 
be robbed. Notonly this, but we do not be 
lieve that any southerner of prominence 
would allow his name to be used, even ina 
private correspondence, for the purpose.of 
furthering a scheme to swindle beefy-minded 
English men and stupid English women. 

This is all there is to the scheme. The 
bonds have been bought up at the price of old 
rags, and if the speculators who have charge 
of the scheme can create a demand for the 
bonds, be it ever so sligat, they will be ale 
to realize handsomely. Thev will be abie, in 
other words, not only to pocket large profits, 
but to pay my Lord Penzance and their par- 
liamentary stool-pigeons considerable sums 
for the use of their distinguished names.

MONOPOLIES, 

Men differ as widely in their mental endowments 
as in their physical features. Some readily accu- 
mulate wealth, while others, apparently equally 
industrious, make a bare competency. 

If he who amasyses a large fortune invests it judi- 
ciously in an enterprise which others fear to risk, 
and thatenterprise succeeds, his superior judg- 
mentor good luck has made a monopoly for him. 
Neither those not having the nerve 
or good sense to invest in the 
business, vor those not having the means, have any 
right to complain of the resuits of such monopoly. 
The high price of production, er the low price of 
labor and other materials used, owing toa want of 
competition, is chargable to others and not to the 
owner ofthe monopoly. If the demand for pro- 
ductions is great the price will necessarily be high, 
aud ifthe supply of labor and material to run the 
enterprise be large, owing to the small demand of 


one establishment for such. things, when 
others have an equal right to do 
the same busiLess, the monopoly 


has given no just cause of complaint. Under such 
circumstances if the operatives of such manutac- 
tory or otber enterprise—a monopoly though it be— 
should strike for higher wages, their coudition is 
not likely to be bettered. The law of suppiy and 
demand is asimmutable in commerce as the natu- 
ral philosophical law of gravitation and the price 
of lavborand of manufactured productions ca: nit 
more be changed ou any other principle 
than a stone Can be prevented from falling 
by arbitrary command, when burled = in 
the air. You may withvraw your laboror other 
patronage from the monopoly, aid may place your 
body in the Waysoasto arrest the sioue’s progress 
teward the earth, but in neither cafe is your condi 
tion improved. 

When, however, our common government pro- 
tects Capitalists in the formation and continued 
operation of A mouopoly by taxing competitors at 
home or abroud, it @ ases to be a govern- 
ment of equal rights to its cilizens. 
thenitis that cperatives and consumers have a 
right toery aloud and snare not, untul sucno unjust 
legislation nas been abolished One of the objects 
of good government, itis true, is to protect the 
property ofits subjects, but not agaiust honest and 
free competition, but against robbers and swind- 
lers and agaiust the attacks of strikers and com- 
munists as well, Capital, however, 
has no more right to ask 
protection against the importation of foreign Man- 
ufactured producis than does the iaborer to ask 
proteetion from foreign competition by levying a 
tariff on imported iaborers from Europe. In the 
operation of a good government ohe has the same 
nght to protection as the other, and bu 
for the false theories and ingen 
ious barangues of wily politicians the laboring pro- 
ducer of this country would see, understand and 
remedy this grinding evil by a demanu through the 
ballot box.

An Ulectrica! 
From the Loudon Times, 

A lauuch propelled by stored electricity made a 
trial trip between the Temple and Greenwich re- 
cently, being one of the first instances of the use of 
this motive power thus applied. The launch, which 
is only 40 feet in length, was built of galvanized 
steel by the Messrs. Yarrow & Co., of Poplar, and 
the propelling power is found by Messrs. Siemens’ 
dynamos, placed underthe flooring of the stern of 
the beat, Which is raised there about eieht inches. 
The elee.ricity for giving motion to the dynamo is 
obtained from Faure-Sellon-Volckmar accumu ator 
cells, supplied by the Eleetrie Power Storage com- 
pany, placed under the ffo ring, where they not 
only do not occupy space availab'e for passengers, 
but are useful in forming ballast. There is storage 
sufficient to give very high speed for six hours or a 
longer time witha mediumspred. On the ordinary 
launches the machinery and attendants occupy the 
larger aud better part of the veesel, but on the one 
tried on luesday the only machinery seen was the 
steering gear, and one man sieered and managed 
the whole, there being room for more than forty 
persous. There wasin the traveling no noticeable 
vibration, and the absence of smoke was not ouly 
apparent tothe travelers, but to the workers on 
shipsin the pool, who hailed the little craft with 
the query as towhere the funnel was. The boat 
arrived at Green which iv three-quarters of an nour. 
The makers present the craft as possessing qualiti s 
especially adapted for warfare, for she is buiseless, 
is ready in a moment when the accumulators are 
once charged: and the electrical power is easily ob- 
tainuble on board ship from tre evgine er from 
water wheel, The trial was quite successful. and 
Mr. Yarrow, representing the builders, and Mr.
